T2E FACTS OF THE QUARREL AS 
RELATED 2Y A FRIEND 
OF THE LADY. 

Miss Ninole Strong, a sister of tliu 
prominent aud promising California artist, 
Miss Lizzie Strong, now a resident of 
Paris, received a few days u^'o a letter 
from the latter in regard to the Mackuy- 
Meissonier n!l'nir, from which the San 
Francisco Alia has been allowed to make 
a few extracts. .Miss Lizzie Strong writes, 
among other tliuius as follows: 

The other day I took cnumou to call on 
Mrs. Mackay and liud out for myself all 
about the hiiriiiii"; of the picture painted 
by Meissunier. Vou know how the news- 
papers hero have abused her, and how not 
only the artists but the public generally 
united in heupiiiK calumnies 011 the head 
of our fair Califoruian. Mrs. Mackay re- 
ceived ma most graciously, ami told tue 
willingly the whole of the story. It 
seems that ufter Moissomer had painted 
the portrait, Mrs. Mackay criticised it a 
little and wanted it just « little more fin- 
ished. Jt, was not liniahed then when 
she went into the country, and she 
wrote him she would come up any time 
he wanted to finish it. He never said 
11 word, but finished the model from a 
big, coarse woman with ugly hands, 
and made the cheeks mul lips powdered 
and painted frightfully, and left the 
ncck.yellow, just, because ho was so an 
gry that slit! should dare to criticise 
such a great master us himself. Now 
Airs. Mackay thought, with g >od reason, 
I think, that she ought to have been 
the model to her own portrait, and 
that she could ask al h asc lor a faint, 
resemblance, especially as she would 
have to pay Slo.UOO for the picture 
Without informing Mrs. Mackay as to 
his intentions or asking her consent, 
he simply sent the picture to the exhibi- 
tion, where her friends saw it and 
told her of it. She wrote and asked for 
the picture, and at the close of the 
exhibition it was sent to her, with a 
bill of $15,000. .Mr. .Mackay was so 
provoked that he wanted to make a 
fuss about it, but his friends persuaded 
him to pay it and say nothing more 
about it. This he dpi, and threw it in 
the fire. But on the same day Mr. Mac- 
kay left for America the papers came 
out with the story, abusing Mis. Ma-kay 
and the French are to meel ami have 
an indignation meeting that a canvas 
immortalized by Meissonier should be 
burned by a vulgar American. Cabniel, 
however, will have nothing to tin with 
it, being Mrs. Mackay's best friend. 
She asked me if 1 knew that some of 
the California papers had published 
most insulting things about her in re- 
gard to this affair, much of which 1, 
of course, was acquainted with. During 
the wholejof my visit Mrs. Mackay was 
most gracious and kind, and. sitting 
near the window, 1 had ample opportu 
iii ty to observe both that she was nei- 
ther powdered nor painted in any 
way, nor made up as most, if not all, 
of the rich ami fashionable lathes 
here are. Mrs. Mackay looks to be a 
bout thirty-three years of age, and her 
face and hands are yet most lovely, 
and those who saw the picture produc- 
ed by Meissonier all agree that there 
was positively not the faintest likeness 
between the fair original ami the 
powdered and painted imago on the 
canvas.

Hut tlie other completely eclipsed 
tluB effort by ordering out the land- 
lord's whole stork of champagne, 
amounting to about two hundred bot- 
tles. It was bought anil disposed of in 
every absurd way that reckless ingen- 
uity could invent. This sort of conduct 
ruined many of the diggers." Deeson 
the poor man who went out. one day 
with his children's cries for bread ring- 
ing in his ears, ami returned with the 
nugget ("Welcome Stranger") that sold 
for .£10, 000, was a man of good per- 
sonal habits, but he soon fell into pover- 
ty. Ho invested his fortune in machin- 
ery and lost it all. lie toiled on 
through life in poverty a hundred yards 
from the spot wjiere a single stroke of 
his pick turned up a fortune.

Tlie False Prophet. 

The career of El Mahdi reads like a 
romance of ancient times. In some 
points it bears a striking resemblance 
to that of the great founder of the 
Moslem faith. That a petty sheik, a 
fanatic priest, .should be able to insti- 
gate a war of most formidable propor- 
tions, to gather and maintain armies 
which put to (light the Egyptian forces 
with scarcely an eflort. and fought for 
hours with desperate courage against 
the flower of the British army, opposing 
spears anil scimetars to the most per- 
fect repeating rifles and (lading guns, 
would have been : impossible had not 
the Prophet's schemes been aided by 
the most intense religious fanaticism, 
and by political circumstances outside 
his control. Indeed the latest news 
from the seat of war indicates that the 
movement has probably passed alto- 
gether beyond his control. The protrait 
of El Mahdi — the name, as many of 
our readers know, means simply The 
Prophet— is taken from a photograph 
extensively sold in Cairo. By what 
means this photograph was obtained is 
not known, but many Egyptian of- 
ficers who h.ive seen the Mahdi, de- 
clare tiiat it is a faithful likeness. The 
face is typically Arab 1 in its .contour, 
the eyes sparkle with intelligence, ami, 
altogether, its effect is decidedly intel- 
lectual. As with all other leaders of 
his kind, the early life of El Mahdi is 
involved in obscurity, and it is probable 
that a veil of mystery has been pur- 
posely thrown about it. The most ab- 
surd stories have been told about his 
birth and education, one being that he 
was an American negro, educated by 
Catholics. A glance at the protrait will 
demonstrate the folly of this tale. The 
probable truth is. that El Mahdi's real 
name is Mahommed Acbmed; that he 
is the sou of a putty Arab sheik,* who 
whs brought up to be Jukir, or mendi- 
cant priest. It is said that when of ago 
he retired to an island named Aba, in 
the White Nile, ami long lived thoro 
in a life asceticism and religious 
meditation. Such an epoch is always 
placed by tradition in the life of all 
founders of religious movements. Con- 
fucius, Cuatama, and Mahommed are 
all credited with just such a period of 
retirement. When El Mahdi had pro- 
pared himself in this way for his role 
of prophet, he began to gain influence 
among neighboring sheiks, tha heads of 
predatory tribes, and, it is said, especial- 
ly acquired great power by means of 
bis marital relations to them. An an 
cient prophecy was brought forward — 
or invented — which seemed to point to 
Mahommed Achtned by the most posi- 
tive signs of race, tribe, date of birth, 
and personal appearance, as the prophet 
by whom the power of Islam was again 
to be raised to its former glory, the 
Sultanate restored to the orthodox line 
of descent, and the power of the "in- 
fidols" crushed. Gradually the False 
Prophet collected the tribes about his 
banner, and for nearly two years his 
army slowly advanced northward, gath- 
ering strength as it wont, easily over- 
powering its enemies. At last it has ap- 
proached Khartoum, the outpost of 
civilization, has put to ignominous 
flight the cowardly Egyptians under 
Baker Pasha, has met an English army 
and has been compelled to succumb.

EXILE IN SI BE EI A. 

A terrible dark picture of the horrors) 
rif Siberian exile is drawn by Prince 
Krapotkine in the Nineteenth Century 
for March. Such has been in the past 
and to :i very great extent still continues 
to bo the uppaling fate of the vast ma- 
jority of the wretched beings who are 
■ loomed to hard labor in tho salt mines, 
coal mines, or "old washings of Siberia, 
that the word katorga lhard labor) has 
become synonymous with exhausting, 
brutalizing, hopeless toil, accompanied by 
every conceivable aggravation which 
tyrannical cruelty and callousness can 
suggest. Prince Krapotkine classifies the 
hard labor convicts of Siberia in three 
categories— those who are kept in prison, 
those who labor in the gold mines, and 
those who are employed at the salt works. 
It would be difficult to say of which class 
the misery is most complete. In each 
one, lift) i.i ft compound of "moral and 
physical sufferings, of infamous insults 
and pitiless persecutions, of pains beyond 
man's strength." Says Krapotkine:— 
"The horrible tales of subterranean work 
in the silver and lead mines, under the 
most abominable conditions, under tho 
whips of overseers who compelled each 
ten men to accomplish a work that would 
bo hard even for double this number of 
convicts working in the darkness, charged 
with heavy chains and rivetted tu bar- 
rows; of people dying from tho poisonous 
emanations of the mines; of prisoners 
(logged to death, or dying under live or 
six thousand strokes of tho rod— all these 
tales, well-known everywhere, are not 
tales due to the fancy of imaginative writ- 
ers, they are true historical records of a 
sad reality. And thoy are not tales of a 
remote past, for such were the conditions 
of hard labor in the Nertchinsk mining 
district, no farther bach than twonty-fivo 
years ago. More than that, many, very 
many features of this horrible past have 
been maintained until our own times." 
If possible the condition of political exile 
in Siberia, is in some respects even more 
deplorable than that of the hard-labor 
convicts. Absolutely in the power of 
their gaolers, they are often subjected to 
tho worst brutalities and moat infamous 
indignities. "Students and girls sus- 
pected of subversive ideas; writers whom 
it was impossible to prosecute for their 
writings, but who were known to be im- 
bued with 'a dangerous spirit;' workmen 
who have spoken 'against the authorities'; 
poi sons who have been 'irreverent' to 
some governor of province or ispravnik," 
have been transported by hundreds every 
year to hamlets in more or less remote 
Siberia. There "bread is at famine 
prices; each manufactured article costs its 
weight of silver, anil of course there is 
absolutely no means of earning a alii] - 
ling." Even the poor pittance ot 8 or 1U 
shillings a month which government al - 
lows to the exile is slopped if tie receives 
the slightest gift from parents or friends. 
Most of them know nothing about any 
manual trade, and where there are offices 
it is impossible fur them to get employ- 
ment in them. "Without dress, without 
shoes, living in the nastiest huts, without 
uny occupation, they are mostly dying 
from consumption, was written to tho 
Oolosqf February 2,1881. "Our Ad- 
ministrative exiles are absolutely starv- 
ing." "Administrative exile simply means 
killing people by starvation;'' "a slow bill 
sure execution;" such from time to time 
has boon the cry of the Russian press. 
But there aro depths' >if misery deeper 
even than these. "Voting girls, confined 
at. Kargopol, aro compelled to receive 
during the night the visits of drunken 
officials, who enter their rnoma by vio- 
lence, under the pretext of having tho 
right of visiting tho exiles at any time. 
A» another place the police officer com- 
pels tho exiles to come every week to the 
polite station, and 'submit them to an ex- 
amination, together with street girls.' " 
The last extreme of physical and mental 
suffering and degradation is reached by 
the exiles In the most remote regions of 
Siberia. "We live .in tho darkness," 
writes one sufferer, "and burn candles 
only for one hour and a half every day. 
Wo have no bread, and oat only fish." 
Another says: — "I write to you in a vio - 
lent pain, ditbto periostitis. I have asked 
to bo transferred to a hospital, but with- 
out success." A third writes:— "Thank 
you, dear friends, for the papers; but I 
cannot read them; I have no candles, and 
there are none to buy. My scurvy is 
rapidly progressing, and, having no hope 
of being transferred, I hope to die in the 
course of this winter." A government 
which permits such things should be fol- 
lowed by the execrations of all civilized 
countries, This, at least, is certain, as 
Pn'nco Krapotkine says; that "no partial 
reform, no change of men can ameliorate 
this horrible state of things; nothing 
short of a complete transformation of the 
fundamental conditions of Russian lifs." 

DISALLOWED. 

The Ottawa government have done 
what the attorney general when intro- 
ducing the ailti Chiuese immigration act 
predicted they would-disallowed it. The 
act was clearly unconstitutional; but it 
haa served » useful purpose, It ban 



drawn the attention of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to the Chinese evil; has strength- 
ened the hands of the Brit ishColumbia mem- 
bers in their demand for tho appointment 
of a commission; assisted Mr. Shakespeare 
in the passage of his anti-Chinese reso- 
lutions and has been tho means of show- 
ing the Imperial government tho neces- 
sity of a restrictive treaty. The act, al- 
though disallowed, will bo enacted again 
and again until relief has been obtained. 
Of course the white owners of Chinese 
gambling and other bad houses, while 
professing to be vexed will be pleased at 
the failure, and tho work of converting 
the northern part of the city into a 
8ocond Hongkong will go merrily on; but 
the true frionds of the country will not be 
discouraged, because they understand that 
the passage of the act has borne good re- 
sults. Although "dead, yet it speaks." 

A N I RA TE NA VA L Ci >MM A NDE R . 

Grenada is one of the Windward Islands, 
and there have been lively times there al- 
ready. Sir William Robinson, governor of 
the Bermudas, was accused in good set 
terms by the Grenada People of treachery, 
immorality and falsehood. The command- 
er of the British West India squadron, lion. 
Victor A. Montague, with three men-of-war, 
the Garnet, the Fdutomo, and the Griffin, 
proceeded to this island, presumably at the 
instigation of Sir William, and threatened 
to send sailors ashore to destroy the offend- 
ing printing office, lie wrote a letter to 
the editor telling him he deserved to be 
horse-whipped for writing in the way ho had 
done about SirWilliam. The editor in no way 
daunted immediately stmt a note to the gul- 
lant commaudar to come anil do it, ami 
that ho would show him that two could play 
at the same game. He also informed him 
that be had sent a copy of his letter to the 
Lords of the Admiralty, and would take 
steps to let the House of Commons know 
what kind of a man was in command of the 
West India waters. As far as yet known 
the editor seems to have yot the better of n . 

WARS A LA HUMS TO EX P. 

The new dynamite gun promises to be 
the most formidable weapon in existence. 
Nothing will be able to stand against it. 
The biggest iron-clad afloat would be hope- 
lessly shattered if one of the missiles, with 
its hundred pounds of dynamite, once land- 
ed on her duck. The gnu is u seamless 
brass tube, thirty feet or mure in length, 
and mounted on a light carriage. Il is man- 
ipulated by the artilleryman in the same 
way as the ordinary cannon. The projec- 
tile is urged by powerful compressed air, 
which is stored in reservoirs, and of which 
enough for a single charge is suddenly lib- 
erated into a gun through a connecting pipe 
by means of an automatic valve, which may 
be regulated so as to open and close in the 
tenth of a second, thus admitting of very 
rapid discharges.

Armstrong, of Plattsville, were driving 
into Drumbo their horse baulked on the 
track of tho Grand Trunk road just at the 
moment a train was coming round the 
curve a short distance away. The horse 
made a jerky start and crossed the track 
with the foro wheels of tho buggy, leav- 
ing the occupants and tho hind part of the 
vehicle on tho road. Tho locomotive 
struck the carriage and tossed the men 
into tho air, but strange to stay with the 
exception of a few bruises they escaped 
unhurt. 

A sad accident occurred iti the East 
Williams sawmill on Saturday by which 
Georuo Lumby, son of .John Lumby, is 
likely to lose his life It appears George 
was employed in Mclvenzio's sawmill on 
the 14th con., and while stepping in front 
of the large circular saw he tripped, fall- 
ing towards tho saw. His arm was near- 
ly cutoff, and the saw entered his back a 
short distance, and also cut into his leg, 
tearing the kneecap off. His clothes wore 
torn into ribbons, and although the young 
man was alive late on Saturday night, yet 
there are no hopes of his surviving the 
disaster. 

Eloka, March 29.— Yesterday the body 
of an infant was found beside a fence in 
tho suburbs of this village, and a post 
mortem examination was held In-day, 
when it was found that the infant had 
been suffocated shortly after birth with u 
piece nf cigar forced down its throat and 
into its stomach. Tho body was tied in 
an old apron with the letters L. P. worked 
on the band. 

Lindsay, March 31.— A man named 
Patrick Connell was drowned here on 
Saturday; hit) boat capsized and he Bank 
before assistance could reach him. His 
body was found yesterday. His comrade 
who swam to shore is lying in a very low 
condition, but hopes are entertained of 
his recovery. 

Qurbkc, March 31.— A young man 
named Louis Marquis has been arrested 
for alleged forgery. It. is charged thai he 
forged a promissory note. The accused 
was employed as traveller in the country 
for Messrs. Qervois & Hudson, sowing 
machine agents of this city. 

Fukdf.uh ton, N. B., Mnrch 'ill. — Miss 
Mary Gregory, a young lady of seventeen 
years of age, daughter of the late Dr. Greg- 
ory, left her home on Thursday evening. 
Her mother going to her daughter's room 
found a note stating that sue had gone to 
be married, and search was at once made 
for the young lady, but fruitless. It was 
subsequently learned, however, that she 
had been driven to Frederic-ton Junction, 
and had'thore taken the night train for 
Woodstock. Her lover, E. H. Allen, son of 
Chief Justice Allen, remained here, and 
when interviewed said the young lady was 
all right. This morning Mrs. Gregory went 
to Woodstock, and the young couple were 
made one. The city has been in quite a 
flutter over the affair. 

Hillsburo, Out., March 30. — Two sons, 
aged 12 and 14 years, of Mr. John Leeson, 
of Lot 32, Oth concession of Erin, were 
drowned this a::ternoou in a pond on their 
lather's farm. The pond was formed in a 
hollow tilled with water by the recent thaw, 
and having frozen over lust night the little 
fellows ran out after dinner to have a slide 
Another lad with them had a very narrow 
escape, us he also broke through, but con- 
trived to hold on the edge of the ico until 
rescued. It happened that a neighboring 
farmer's children were playing with a tele- 
scope at an upper window and were watch- 
ing the boys sliding, when they broke 
through and gave the alarm. So much time 
had elapsed before the bodies were recover- 
ed that resusicatiou was impossible. 

CaloaRI, March 2'J. — Jesse Williams was 
hanged at eight o'clock this morning for the 
murder of James Adams on Feb. 8. He 
passed the night in company with a priest, 
to whom he made a full confession of his 
crime. 

A man named Austin, in attempting to 
croiS the Don river on the ice, broke 



through and was drownod before the 
eyes of a dozen men who could not reach 
him. 

SacKVILLK, N.B., March 27.— Thomas 
Pickard's barn was burned yesterday. Ten 
cattle, including three pure brad Jersey 
cows, perished. It was the work of an 
incendiary. 

Brantforu, March '2.1. — An old man 
named William Bingham was found in a 
demented condition at tho stable of Jas. 
Aldrich, near Cayuga. His left hand was 
hanging to the skin. It is not known 
how it was cut off. 

In a divorce case in a Detroit court yes- 
terday tho wife of a market gardener near 
Windsor testitied that her husband had 
frequently yoked her to a plough with a 
steer. The husband did not deny the ac- 
cusation, but pleaded that it was the or- 
dinary custom among market gardoners 
in that part of Canada. 

Petekboko', March 29.— Heavy rain 
and melting snow have caused Hamilton's 
creek to overllow, doing damage to cel- 
lars along the banks. The Royal Oak 
Hall, a three-story building, owned by K.

To Hw Lordship, tin' Chief .Justice of 
British Columbia: 

O \M 111. ISC. 

Your lordship having called the attention 
of the grand jury to the law respecting 
gambling of various kinds, we beg rettpect- 
fully to repovt that we have instituted en- 
quiries from the superintendent of police 
and other officers, and have ascertained 
that gambling amongst the white portion of 
the population has almost entirely cased 
during the past two or three weeks. 

rlllNESK GAMBLING. 

We regret, however, to state that this is 
not true as regards Chinese gambling, which 
we find to consist in a bunking game called 
Tan-Tan, much played, lotteries and games 
with dice. White men participate in tin- 
lotteries, uiul we are informed I hat large 
sums are sometimes gained by them. 

NON-OBSERVANCE Of TUB SABB.tTH m t'HIVKSK. 

We have also to call your lordship's at- 
tention to tin' utter want of respect fur, or 
observance of the sabbath by the Chinese 
residents generally, as evidenced by their 
keeping their theatres ami gambling houses 
open to all comers on thai dtn 

OI-lt"M SMOKINII. 

We have also to call your lordship's at- 
tention to the nppaliug prevalence of opium 
smoking, not only amongst tin- Chinese, 
but amongst a portion of the whin- populu- 
lion, including, we regret to state, some 
times even very young men and women. 
The scenes we otirsehes witnessed of the 
squalid tilth of the '•opium ileus," the 
foetid atmosphere, the utter prostration and 
apparent demoralization ol tin- smokers, 
together with lie- liability 0. lire, arising 
from the over-crowded stale of the "den-;," 
and the careless use in iheni ol coal .'il 
lamps, have strongly impressed Us with the 
necessity which exists for prompt mid im- 
mediate action being taken lo repress this 
fearful state of things, and to prevent con- 
tagion and the destruction of the city by 
lire. We are iuformed that opium smoking 
has been prohibited in the neighboring ter- 
ritory, which may, in a measure, account 
for the increase here. At the same time we 
aro encouraged to hope that similar steps 
will he. taken for its repression here. It is 
greatly to be regretted that the sale of this 
deadly drug should be legalized by a muni- 
cipal act. 

GAOL. 

Former presentments by grand juries in 
reference to the condition of the gaol having 
been, if not ignored, apparently of little use 
does not, we think, preclude us from ro- 
ooading our opinion as to the stops which 
should be taken to ensure the eluoient main- 
tenance of this important institution. 
The over-crowded state of tin' gaol is due, 
we have ascertained, in a great measure Id 
the want of additional cells, spnne in the 
penotentiary, the charge of which is vested 
in the Dominion government, as well as to 
the fact that the present gaol is also used 
as a city lock-up. There are no cells or 
proper offices provided for the female [iris- 
oners, or for the more juvenile offenders. 
We must again venture the statement that 
the present gaol is badly situated and is in 
it more or less dilapidated condition. A 
city lock-up is an absolute necessity, the 
duties of lock-up keeper have to be perform- 
ed by the gaoler, and we are informed that 
more than half thu time of this officer is now 
taken up thereby, and t hut he is greatly 
overworked. 

llltINK IN It ELATION TO CHIME. 

In conclusion we consider it our duty to 
comment on the solemn fact that many of 
the cases which we have had under our 
consideration during (he past few days 
show by the evidence adduced thai the 
prisoners were under the intlueiieo of strong 
drink, and we further desire to record our 
conviction that the number of houses 
licensed for the sale of liquor in (his city is 
greatly in excess of tin- requirements of the 
peoplo. 

The result of which is to throw the 
younger offenders in contact with the more 
hardened criminals.

His lordship, in reply to the trraiul 
jury, said with regard to the overcrowd 
ing of the jail he would forward their re- 
presentations to the proper quarter, 
though some tinio ago (he could not ex- 
actly remember how long) he had remon 
strated on the subject and furnished sta- 
tistics to both the local and Donim ion 
governments in connection with it. The 
evil arose partly from the overcrowding 
of the penitentiary at New Westminster, 
and ho behoved that soma of the prison- 
ers from there wore farmed out in the 
jail hore. Separate cells had been want- 
ed both for female and other prisoners for 
years, and he could say no more in regard 
to the subject. As regarded the evils 
arising from the use of opium, he had not 
made up his own mind whether it was any 
worse than liquor; the moderate use ot 
both was harmless, and opium was used 
by large numbers of the human race. 
Opium had, however, this to recommend 
it, that a person using it in excess abused 
no mau but himself, while the abuse of 
liquor was often attended with danger and 
injury to others, as instanced in the many 
cases brought into our courts through this 
cause. There were some clauses in the 
liquor act which gave magistrates the use- 
ful power of prohibiting the sale of liquor 
to certain persons and he thought the 
same powtr might be placed with benefit 
in the bunds of the judges of assize. As 
it was, peoplo were committed for the 
same offence over and over again. He 
would not discharge the grand jurors now 
lest Botno crime might bo committed be- 
fore the close of the assize, but if they 
heard the petit jurors wore, discharged 
that ovoning they might consider it 
equivalent to a personal discharge thorn- 
selves. 

Tho grand jurors then retired.

Spring Assizes. 

FOURTH DAY. 

(Before.Slr Mathow B. Begbie C. J.) 

Thursday, March 10. 
His lordship took his seat at 10:40 
o'clock. 

AliUSINU A 011ILD. 

Ah Kim was placed on the dock charg- 
ed with abusing a child. 

Mr. McElmen said that he appeared for 
tho prisoner, and that ho pleaded guilty 
to an attempt. 

His lordship said it appeared to him 
from tho depositions that nothing more 
could be proved if as much: he then usk- 
ed Mr. McElmen what ho had to say 
against sentence being passed? 

Mr. McElmen said thatjhe wished to be 
heard in mitigation of the sentence. - 

His lordship said he would bo allowed 
an opportunity after rocess. 

MUKDEB. 

Ill the case of Sul-who-lum, charged 
with i mrder, the deputy attorney general 
asked that the case might be deferred till 
next term. 

Mr. Harrison on behalf of the prisoner 
objected to this. He would at least ask 
that if the trial was postponed the woman 
Mary be liberated as thore was no evi- 
dsneo against her. 

His lordship thought that both prison- 
ers had better bo remanded till next 
term. 

Edward Lemon was placed in the dock 
charged with tho murder of an Indian 
called Johnny on thu 1st of March last. 

The following jury were sworn: J. Is- 
bistor, Robert Godding, F. Lusford, .) , 
Harmon, L. F. Tucktield, J. Kennedy,,!. 
Miller, D. Fenny, S. E. B. King, j. 
Cridge, D. Dale (foreman), S. Read. 

Mr. Wilson, (of Davie & Wilson), ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

The deputy attorney gonoral addressed 
the jury saying the prisonur was charged 
with murder although thero was another 
crime he might be charged with, viz. 
manslaughter. 

Dr. Robotham, sworn — I remember go- 
ing to Cowichan in Muroh last to examine 
tho body of an Indian; it was partly do- 
composed, but on tho breast wore wounds 
inflicted by gun shots which had penetrat- 
ed the chest fracturing tho third rib, and 
penetrating the heart, causing bleeding 
sufficient to cause death. 

Baptisto Fortune, sworn— I live at Cow- 
ichan; remember the 1st of March; 1 
know the prisoner. The prisoner went 
after tho savage and his wife to iron his 
shirt; after the Indian Hiid his wife ca-nc 
1 nn.de a breakfast und then went after a 
bottle of rum, and after that bottlo was 
through, the prisoner sent me for another. 
When I returned to tho house a small 
ladder was on tho floor and the clook was 
broken; no one was there. I went out- 
sido and biiw thu s i vage coming: the sav- 
age camo into tho house md 1 rnnurkod 
he was cut on tho luce. I said to the 
prisoner, "Oome and see, he's cut; who 
cut him (" Ho replied "mo." Prisoner 
went in his room and came out with a 
stick and assaulted tho savage, and after- 
ward returned to the house and got a gun. 
Ho then wont to tho duor and shot tho 
savage. He wont into the huuso and 
asked mo for tho bottle of ruin. Prisoner 
said, "take some." Prisoner then put 
the bottle into his pocket and walked off. 
I do not know the savngo's name; no one 
but myself was in tho house. Tho woman 
present is the wife of tho savage who was 
killed. 

Mr. Wilson asked that the woman with 
draw. 

Witness: — The houso belonged to the 
prisoner's mother. The deceased's wife 
was a little distance from whore the man 
got shot. The prisoner was ubout eight 
yards oil' the deceased when ho shot him. 
When prisoner c.iine to the houso ho said 
to me, "I havo killed a man because he is 
no good," prisoner wont out of tho door 
and spoke to the woman, but I don't know 
what ho said to her. I was near the table 
when the man was shot and the prisoner 
was on the platform in front of the door. 
Thero wore two small rooms in tho house; 
the prisoner's room is very near to the 
door; about four or five feet from it. It 
was a single barrollod gun he usod. 

To Mr. Wilson— It took mo half an 
hour to go for the first bottlo. They all 
drank including myself. Prisoner allow- 
od me to take a little of the socond bottlo 
and then put it in his pocket. The row 
occured when I wont after the second 
bottle. The prisoner had no marks of 
blows. When the Indian came into the 
house and sat by the fire the prisoner was 
not present, but ho camo in afterward. 
Tho woman wan a good deal under tho in- 
fluence of liquor when her husband was 
shot. I was standing near the prisoner 
when the shot was fired. Tho prisoner 
was more drunk than the woman. They 
drank the rum mixed with tea; thero was 
more rum than tea. 

To the deputy attorney general — Pris- 
oner gave more rum to the savage and his 
wife than he did to mo. Ho was trying 
to make them drunk. Witness was sober 
as he only drank a little. 

Mary Ann or Minnie Clarke sworn — 
Her husband Johnny was dead; the pris- 
oner shot him ; she saw him Gvo weeks 
ago alive. Sho saw Supt. Todd in the 
house at Cowichan; he was looking at her 
dead husband with the doctor; her house 
was near Fortune's. On the day her hus- 
band was killed, prisoner was at her house 
and ho gave them rum and they all had a 
drink; the prisoner, when the first bottle 
was done look witness and hor husband to 
his houso. Prisoner then said, "let us 
have something to eat and thon we wil sen 
tho steamboat coming." Johnny and tho 
prisoner wen to tho wharf and witness re- 
mained in thehotuo. After the steam- 
boat wont Johnny came to tho hause and 
prisoner got a bottle of rum and gave de- 
ceased soma in a teacup, ho gave Johnny 
some more and took some himself with 
water. It did not take him long to finish 
the first bottle because prisoner gave 
Johnny an extra doso. 

Tho deputy attorney general suggested 
that Mr. McKay be substituted for the 
two interpreters. 

BiB. lordship Baid he should retain the 
other two interpreters to check Mr. Mc- 
Kay. 

Witness continued — Wont to tho shoro 
at night mid prisoner came and made pro. 
posals to her; sho called her husband; 
prisoner struck her and told hor not to 
call her husband and prisoner ran away; 
her husband went into tho houso to sou 
the prisoner, but ho was drunk and could 
hardly stand; sho tried to support him 
but she was lame from a kick in tho knee 
from prisoner; as her husband was going 
in prisoner struck him with tho piece of 
an old chair; sho tried to take her hus- 
band away from; tho houso; they got to 
tho beach, but tho tide had fallen and hor 
husband was weak from loss of blood; 
when thoy reached tho gravel prisoner 
camo out with a gun and Baid, "Look 
out; I'm going to shoot you;" she stood 
by hor husband; prisoner raised tho gun 
and fired tho shot; hor husband foil face- 
foremost; she saw he was dead; she had 
no strength and sho began to cry; there 
was a log near where h» fell. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The attorney general said Mary, the 
witness whoso evidence was not finished 
in the murdor case, was absent. 

run AU KIM CASE. 

Mr. McEImon addressed tho court in 
mitigation of the sentence of Ah Kim, 
contending that tho attempt of tho pris- 
oner as set forth in the depositions was 
attended with so little violence as not to 
demand a severe sentence. Ho submitted 
tho case to his lordship. 

Tho deputy attorney general said thore 
had been other casos of a similar nature in 
vhich. tho prisoner was an old offender in 
other families. 

His lordship said one could not out of 
gratitude to a prisoner who pleaded guilty 
in a disagreeable case make him a present 
of a diminution of his sentence. It was 
impossible that children could behave in 
tho way shown unless they had suffered 
groat neglect as rogurdod their moral 
training. He did not think tho oflbneo 
was likely to occur under more favorable 
circumstances, or to oocur again, but the 
court must show some respect for female 
chastity, especially that of children. He 
would sentence the prisoner to 3£ years in 
the penitentiary with hard labor. 

THE Mil It I) K It CASE. 

Witness Mary Ann, resumed — Three 
bottles of liquur wore drank, but alio took 
none; it camo from tho liquor houso at the 
wharf. 

To Mr. Wilson— Tho prisoner was not 
an old sweetheart of mine. 

Louis Gabore, sworn— Mot prisoner in 
March with a knife and a bottle. He 
said he had a row with the Indian Johnny 
and he had been stabbed and showed the 
out in his coat; he said he had shot the 
Indian; he said the Indian had struck 
him with a stick of wood and threatened 
to kill him; ho surrendered himself. 

Mr. Wilson addrossod tho j ury, observ- 
ing he had no witness as | none was pres- 
ent. 

His lordship briefly recited tho facts of 
tho case. There was liquor and a quar- 
rel, probably arising out of the insult to 
the woman. There were three courses 
for them to adopt to bring in v erdicts of 
murder or manslaughter, or in -self-de- 
fence, of tho latter there was no evidence. 
If they thought the plan was deliberately 
laid on the part of the prisoner that was 
wilful murder; but if thoy thought that it 
was done in the hoat of passion, then they 
might bring in a verdict of manslaughter. 
It was for them to consider if thore was 
evidence of a preconcerted scheme or 
not.

Ho concluded by dwelling on tho 
difficulties of dealing with witnesses 
through interpreters, for which thoy can- 
not mako duo allowances. 

The jury then retired and aftor a short 
consultation returned with a verdict of 
guilty. 

His lordship said ho had no doubt pris- 
oner was tho thief. Ho must send him 
back to Westminster for two yoars with 
hard labor- 

The deputy atlornoy gonoral stated he 
would enter a nollo prosequi in casos of 
Wing Den and Lim Sam. 

Ilia lordship said ho approved of this 
course as he thought tho men had gone 
out of their way to assist the ends of jus- 
tice. He would sentence tho rest of tho 
prisoners on Wednesday at 1 o'clock. 

Tho jurors were thon dismissed and the 
court adjourned at 7 p. m.

BUEMAH 
London, April 6. — One half of Man- 
dalay, the capital of Burmah, a city of 
90,000 people, has been burned. 

EUROPE. 

London, April 9. — It is reportod 
that an attempt was made last night to 
destroy with dynamite the magazine of 
Fort Georgo, a few miles from Inver 
ness. Tho marauders escaped in boats 
but not before the sentry bayonettod 
one of them. 

London, April 9. — Steson it Sons, 
owners of the Theatre Royal, Middles- 
borough, have failed. Liabilities esti- 
mated at from £ 100,000 to 1'250,000. 

EGYPT. 

G'ario, April 9. — A messenger who 
left Khartoum March 27th, has arrived 
at Berbor. He reports the condition 
of atl'airs at Khartoum as extremely 
critical. The irregular troops in Gen. 
Gordon's command ara in a state of 
mutiny. 

(Jakio, April 9. — The English min- 
ister to Egypt has a dispatch from 
General Gordon bearing date March 
30th. It. says on March 25th General 
Gordon disarmed 250 bashi bazouks 
who had mutinied. The following day 
he shelled tho rebel camp on the Blue 
Nile and killud forty of the enemy. 
On March 25th tho rebels fired upon 
Khartoum from tho village opposite. 
They wero soon forced to evacuate, 
losing fifty-nine men in the engage- 
ment, and the bashi bazouks occupied 
the villuge and held it until March 
30th, when the rebels returned in force 
and drove them out, but then retired 
themselves. General Gordon estimates 
the rebels about Khartoum number 
fully 2000. 

CHINA. 

Paris, April 9- — LeMonde, clerical 
newspaper, says: Five French missi- 
onaries and thirty Cathecbints have 
been massacreed at Thanhon, Tonquin. 
CUBA. 

Madrid, April 9. — News was received 
here from Cuba that Aguero'a force now 
numberf ?5 men. Of these forty-three 
aro oithor ex-ohiofs of tho late insurrec- 
tion in Cuba or havo been otherwise iden- 
tified with those movements. Tho bal- 
ancoare oscapod slaves. Four plantations 
in Cuba were dostroyod b}' Augero. It is 
feared another fillibustf-ring expedition Is 
now fitting out at Turk's Island for Cuba.

IRELAND. 
London, April 8. — The revolt against 
Parnell is being organized by tho more 
active of the ultra Irish nationalists Tho 
organ of the new departure is James 
Stephens, ex-hoad-contro of tho Fenian 
brotherhood. He has been living very 
quietly in Paris for the past few years. 
Stephens proposes to organizo an entirely 
now Irish patty, which will be opposed 
equally to tho doctrines of Parnell and 
to the methods of tho dynamiters, and 
hopes to socure tho co-operation of the 
bost men in both of those factions. He 
intends to call a council of Irish nation- 
alists, to moot at Paris, to formulate a 
platform and decide upon methods of or- 
ganization and subsequent operations. 
Stephens has also been corresponding 
recently with somo of the Irish in the 
United Statos, and says ho has recoivod 
pledges of adhesion from several influen- 
tial Irish American societies. 

WINA.VS WOOL WAREHOUSE 

Totally Dewtro>«>d by tin; Fire 
VeMci'dny ftloriiiUK- 



(Toronto Mail, Mareli .11.) 
A dostructivo fire broke out in Winan 
& Co.'s waruhouso, No. 13 Church streot, 
about half-past four o'clock yesterday 
morning. It is somewhat strange that, 
although thore aro watchmen on this, as 
well as tho two adjoining blocks, none of 
them appear to have seen the fire. It 
must have been burning for at least a 
quarter of an hour before tho alarm was 
given, for when the firemen arrived the 
flames and smoke woro pouring out of 
every window and door in both the front 
and rear, as well as the skylight. As the 
lire had such a firm hold on tho building, 
and appeared likely to spread, a gonoral 
alarm was sounded, and in a short tinio 
the whole brigade was at work. Tho fire- 
men had a hard battlo boforo they got 
the flames undor control. At one time it 
was feared that tho Meriden silver plate 
building was doomed. Tile tire started in 
the skylight, and the tlanies had begun to 
work thoir way into tho interior before a 
stream could be brought, to play upon 
thorn. 

Tho causo of the lire is unknown. It 
probably utarted in the centre of the 
building and worked its way rapidly up 
wards towards the skylight and upper 
tlats. The building contained a large 
quantity of Canadian and foreign wools, 
cotton warps, and dressing and fine 
combs. As tho building was completely 
gutted the contents aro almost outiryly 
destroyed or rendered valueless. The total 
loss is estimated at about §90,000, Tho 
insurance is about $45,000, distributed 
among several companies, Tho Moridon 
Silver Plato Company will suffer a loss of 
about 81,500,

The IMike of Cambridge 011 flic 
Army. 

At a recent banquet at the Mansion 
house, as president of the London Hospi- 
tal, the Duke of Cambridge expressed him- 
self as foil iws : 

It was said by some that, the army was 
all that could be desired. As he had aaid 
before, he believed that the feeling of the 
army was all that could be desired, and 
that the regiments serving abroad were 
generally in an efficient condition. At ! 
the same time the state of -the army at 
home was not all that it should be, be- 
cause it was so reduced in numbers that 
it could hardly perform the duties which 
it was called upon to discharge. That 
was a circumstance which men generally 
hesitated to speak of, and it was therefore 
kept in the background; but it was for 
the public to say whether it should con- 
tinue to exist. This was not only a polit- | 
icrtl question, but a financial one also, and , 
if the public were not prepared to add 
considerable to the expenditure, tin; army 
could not be kept in as efficient a state as 
it ought to be. It was often regretted 
how much we were at war as compared 
with other nations; but that fact was due 
to our being a great empire, and to our 
having territories in various parts of the 
word where civilization and barbarism 
came into conflict. When civilization met , 
he said, let. civilization keep at the top, I 
and let barbarism go to the wall. If that 
view' wore generally endorsed, it was but \ 
when once physical power showed what 
civilisation could do, moral influence and j 
power followed as a matter of course. 
That was the way in which England had 
become powerful. He was proud of our 
Empire, anil if the country entertained 
1 hat feeling it would not only be able to 
maintain the Empire which now existed, 
but to increase its influence far beyond 
what hitherto has boon supposed to be 
possible. Tho army of England would be 
powerless but for the navy, and in Egypt 
at tho present moment the navy was do- 
ing its duty 111 a manner that was both 
creditable and honourable.

"(NO. 105.) 

TO REOULATE THE REMOVAL OF 
BUILDINGS. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO PROVIDE 
lor the regulation of the removal of Ltulhl- 
ings within the City of Victoria. 

Therefore the Munlol 1 Council of the City of 
Victoria enacts as lollott : — 

1. No person shall remove, or cause or permit to 
he removed, any building into, along or across any 
street without having first obtained permission of 
the .Mayor and Council. 

All applications for permission to remove any 
buildhlg or building* into, along or aeroBH any utreet 
shall be made in writing to the Mayor and Council, 
and shall describe the building and state its loca- 
tion, the place to which the building in to be remov- 
ed and tho streets required to he used in removing 
such building. 

:'. The applicant for such permission shall obtain 
from the City Surveyo) u valuation of the building 
lie desires to remove alio shall enclose such valua- 
tion with his application. All applications for the 
removal of any building shall be accompanied by a 
fee of arid shall state the number of days required 
for such removal. 

4. No permission shall be given to remove any 
building inU), along or across any street unless such 
building as aforesaid shllll'have been valued Tiy the 
City Surveyor as being worth at least one hundred 
dollars, when it is necessary to have the building 
valued. 

a. Any person removing any building shall dili- 
gently, ami with all practicable speed, remove the 
suuie on, along and across ttio streets and to the 
place where permission has been granted, and shall, 
while such building is being removed, place a beacon 
light on the front of such building ami a beacon light 
on the hack thereof, and shall continuously kiep 
such beacon lights burning from sunset to sunrise.
